Claim 1, has been amended as follows: "the print server further configured to 
process the first data stream using the resource table to map the native names if the 
first data stream to a second font resource in the resource library...." has been changed 
to "the print server further configured to process the first data stream using the resource 
table to map the native names of the first data stream to a second font resource in the 
resource library.."

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is directed to an apparatus for managing font resources using 
system independent references. Claim 1 identify the uniquely distinct features of: " the 
print server further configured to process the first data stream using the resource table 
to map the native names if the first data stream to a second font resource in the 
resource library, and generate a third data stream from the first data stream, wherein 
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the resource table has been modified by the client after generating the first data stream 
to change the mapping between native names and font resources". The closest prior 
arts, Kuo et al., US 6,603,478 and Flowers, Jr. et al., US 5,533,174 teach managing font 
resources using font resource tables & libraries and font servers. Either singularly or in 
combination with other cited references fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious. 

The prior arts, Kuo et al., US 6,603,478 and Flowers, Jr. et al., US 5,533,174 
disclose generating a data stream using the resource table and sending it to the font 
server. The font server processing the received data stream using the resource table 
and generating a data stream for output but does not disclose that the font server is 
configured to process the first data stream using the resource table to map the native 
names if the first data stream to a second font resource in the resource library, and 
generate a third data stream from the first data stream, wherein the resource table has 
been modified by the client after generating the first data stream to change the mapping 
between native names and font resources. 

The meaning of the sentence " the print server further configured to process the first 
data stream using the resource table to map the native names if the first data stream to 
a second font resource in the resource library, and generate a third data stream from 
the first data stream, wherein the resource table has been modified by the client after 
generating the first data stream to change the mapping between native names and font 
resources" is demonstrated by applicant's drawings, and specification.
